Penn Mutual May Start Opposition 
for the Insurance Companies.

| PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Oct. 17.— 
Millions of dollars will be involved in 
a fight which mutual life insurance 
companies all over the United States 
will wage against any attempt on the 
part of the Government, under the War 
Revenue act, to collect excess profits 
taxes from them if the attitude of the 
Penn Mutual Life Insurance Company 
of this city is emulated by other con- 
cerns of the same kind.
